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Brimberry 
is convicted

After 15 hours of deliberation, a jury 

of seven men and five women found 
yformer Stix & Co. Vice President 
Thomas R. Brimberry guilty yesterday 
on two counts of obstructing justice. 
The obstruction occurred during a 
federal investigation into theft of $16 
million from the St. Louis stock 
brokerage, which collapsed in 
November 1981. 

Handing down the verdict at 4:30 
p.m. Wednesday, the jury found 
Brimberry guilty of attempting to im- 
pede the investigation by instructing 
Arthur Miller Jr. and Jerry Maeras to 
burn records relating to their Stix ac- 
counts and subordinated loans. 

Jury members decided that 
Brimberry was innocent of a third 
count of obstructing justice in which the 
government alleged that he had lied 
and has instructed others to lie about 
Duane Skinner’s involvement. 

Skinner, who will be sentenced on 
Friday for his part in the scheme, was

Through purchase of goods 
and services, payment of 
salaries, and business 
generated by these expen- 
ditures, the college boosts 
the local business volume by 
$30,397,577. 

That $30 million includes 
approximately $17 million in 
college-related expen- 
ditures. 

Of that, $1.2 million is 
direct spending by the col- 
lege, $5.4 million is spent by 
faculty and staff, and $10.7 
million is spent by students. 
Students pay $3.4 million in 
tuition alone each year. 

Ninety-two percent of the 
faculty and staff live within 
the college. district, which 
contributes to the fact that 95 
percent of the money spent 
by these people remains in 
the district.

Brimberry faces up to five years im- 
prisonment and up to a $10,000 fine on 
each of the two counts on which he was 
convicted Wednesday. 

Defense Attorney Rodney De Villiers 
stated that he would appeal the case, 
Saying the jury ignored alteration of 
evidence. He asserted that jurars were 
not given instructions on false 
testimony, instructions that the defense 
had requested.

Villiers argued also that jury 
members had convicted Brimberry on

"You should look at Miller’s ‘in- 
telligence and candor and rate it on a 

le of one to 10 — or maybe I better 
give you a minus to go with it,” De 
Villiers stated. 

Admonishing the government for 
relying on their testimony, De Villiers 
said, ‘When they rely on witnesses like 
Maeras and Miller to do a toe dance on 
the truth in front of you people, it in- 
furiates me. If that’s not a pair to draw 
to,” and De Villiers dramatically shook 
his head in contempt. 

Arguing that Miller and Maeras were 
testifying against Brimberry ‘‘out of a 
sense of self-preservation,” De Villiers 
said that the two had agreed to “nail 
Brimberry to the jailhouse wall” in ex- 
change for pleading guilty to fewer 
charges. 

Miller was sentenced Wednesdy to 
five years imprisonment and five years 
probation for his part in the scheme. 

During his closing argument, Flem- 
ing pointed to several discrepancies in 
Miller’s and Maeras’ testimony, say- 
ing, “If you believe them, I’ll be happy 
to sell you some land in Florida on a 
mountaintop or an oceanside plot in ll- 
linois. I'll be glad to'sell you that if you 
believe them.” 

Fleming had tried to persuade jurors

to disregard Brimberry’s activities at 
Stix, reminding them that he was not on 
trial for “masterminding” the scheme. 

“Tom Brimberry comes before you 
guilty of many charges,” Fleming said 
he was willing to state. 

“He spent the money he took and 
spent it like a drunken sailor. Tom 
Brimberry is.an admitted thief. 

“You have a tough job — you may 
want to ‘hang’ him because he’s done 
bad things. In this trial, the scale has to 
be tiped so far to one side that you can 
say, ‘I believe him to be guilty (of the 
obstruction charges). " 

Assistant U.S. Attorneys Ronald 
Kane and Clifford Proud argued that 
Brimberry had been proven guilty 
because damaging testimony by 
Maeras and Miller was corroborated by 
other witnesses. 

“Art Miller is honest to a fault,”’ Pro- 
ud commented, ‘‘but corroboration by 
Sherry Lisson proves his story to be 
true.”” Miss Lisson had testified that 
Brimberry asked her to secretly obtain 
records from Miller’s home, and that 
she refused to ‘‘get in the middle” bet- 
ween Miller and Brimberry. She was a 
baby-sitter for both families. ~ 

Proud urged the jury to remember 
that Brimberry had “‘buffaloed a lot of 
people” and that Brimberry was 
“Jaughing at the government.” 

“We suggest that he not have the last 
laugh,” Proud said. 

Collinsville Attorney James Massa 
was mentioned in Proud’s statement 
that “Brimberry, Jim Massa, Art 
Miller, Duane Skinner and Jerry 
Maeras were not out for a day at the 
beach when they began this swindle. 
They were out to thieve, steal and con. 
nive.”” 

Massa was conyicted in April of con. 
spiring with Brimberry to defraud Stix, 
and is scheduled to be sentenced Fri 
day.

It obviously won't be 100 percent or 
anything close to that. 

The solicitation is to continue in this district for four 
weeks. It somehow seems out of place for a staff that 
for many years has been a stickler about not even ac- 
cepting a cigar or a piece of Christmas candy. 


Feeling blue about $700,000 


We would much prefer to see the exciting|ice hockey 
Blues remain in St. Louis but we note some revealing 
facts and figures in a lawsuit filed Tuesday. Ralston 
Purina, which wanted to accept a $12,500,000 bank- 
verified offer made by Canadians for the team, is suing 
the National Hockey League for blocking the sale. 

From Jan. 12, when Ralston notified the St. Louis: 
mayor about the offer, until April 19, when the com- 
pany signed a sale contract, Ralston cooperated with 
the mayor’s local group in its efforts to buy the team. 

Ralston disclosed comprehensive data on’ all Blues 
operations, referred potential buyers to the mayor's 
group, and offered to help contact local firms to raise 
funds to acquire the team. 

“Despite the commendable efforts of the mayor and 
others, it is apparent there was no group in St. Louis 
with sufficient interest or financial backing to pur- 
chase the team, much less operate it over the long 
term,” a spokesman said Tuesday. is 

‘The initial local offer March 15 of ‘$8 million” con- 
sisted of a $5 million note ‘structured to be|essentially 
worthless’’ and $3 million in cash that was hever com- 


mitted. 


In early April, that was withdrawn and replaced by 
“another vagué conceptual proposal in which Ralston 
Puurina would net substantially less than the mayor's 
initial offer f 

“On April 22, the mayor suggested another proposal 
based on the same concept that was discussed in early 
April. Ralston would receive $2.2 million for the team, 
less its own contribution of $1 million and less payment 
of all deferred player compensation, totaling $500,000. 
On that basis, Ralston would net $700,000 in the sale of 
the team and would continue to share in its expected 
losses. 

“Also on April 22, the mayor stated in a letter to the 
company, ‘By April 27, I will deliver letters of commit- 
ment to you from the corporations and individuals who 
have committed to become a part of the St. Louis pur- 
chasing group.’ 

“While this offer could not-have been considered and 
would not have been accepted by us, on April 27 the 
mayor said he had not been able to secure funding even 
for this proposal. No one has made a reasonable offer 
to keep the Blues in St. Louis. A financial commitment 
to NHL hockey in St. Louis does not exist.””

Tax Freedom Day attained 5 days earlier: 


To the Editor: 

Thomas Jefferson, author 
of the Declaration of In- 
dependence our nation's 
third president, stated that 
“if we can prevent the 
government from wasting 
the labors of the people 
under the pretense of caring 
for them, they will be hap- 


y. 
This, in one sentence, was 

the battle cry of the 

American Revolution 

Thomas Jefferson, George 
Washington and Thomas 
Paine argued, and finally 
fought, not for better govern: 
ment, but for less govern- 
ment. 

Unlike other revolutions 
which simply exchanged one 
set of bureaucrats and tax 
collectors for another, ours 
was a revolution against 
government — and for the 
People. 

A revolution against 
higher taxes. Against a 
bureaucracy growing in 
numbers and authority. A 
revolution against the idea 
that the people exist to serve 
— and finance — the govern- 
ment. 

When Britain’s King 
George III responded to the 
colonists’ demands for lower 


taxes and less government 
with bullets and bayonets, 
America declated her in- 
dependence and July 4th 
marked our determination to 
live free of the excessive 
taxes and centralized 
government of the old world. 


Throughout the years, 


however, the spiritual heirs 
of George III succeeded in 


expanding the size, power. 


and cost’ of our federal 
government. 


Each new department and 


‘agency was created in the 


name of “compassion,” of 
caring for people. The Con- 
stitution was increasingly in- 
voked not to limit the power 
of the government, but to re- 
quire its expansion. 


These new politicians 
believed in running other 
people’s lives for them, and 
that included spending their 
money. - : 

And like King George, they 
found that before you can 
spend the people's money — 
always, of course, under the 
pretense of caring for them 
— you first have to take it 
from them. And so new taxes 
were imposed. And increas- 
ed. And increased again. 

Each well-meaning spen- 


ding program brought 
higher taxes to pay for it un- 
til Tax Freedom Day — the 
day when American tax- 
payers cease to work to pay 
federal, state and local taxes 
and begin to work for 
themselves — moved from 
Feb. 14 in 1930 to May 7 in 
1981 — an increase of almost 
three months. 

Three more months of 
each year taken from the 
people and given to the 
government. 

But as the British found 
out on the night of the Boston 
Tea Party, taxpayers have a 
breaking point. A second 
American revolution was 
begun: A revolution herald- 
ed by the overwhelming vic- 
tory of Proposition 13 in 
California and confirmed in 
the election of Ronald 
Reagan in 1980. 

As promised, President 
Reagan began to pare back 
the growth of the federal 
government and income tax 
rates were cut. And Tax 
Freedom Day began to ar- 
rive.earlier each year 

In 1982, Tax Freedom Day 
moved back to May 3. This 
year, Tax Freedom Day fell 
on May 2 — five days earlier 
than in 1981.

Former alderman cites business 
approach for GC fund surplus 


By GEORGEANN McGEE 
of the Press-Record 
Despite last year’s predic- 
tion Granite City’s general 
fund -would end the fiscal 
year this April $120,000 in the 
red, the city comptroller’s 
unaudited figures show a 

$173,246 surplus. 

According to former Sixth 
Ward Alderman Walter 
Milton, who was Finance 
Committee chairman during 
the 1982-83 budget writing, 
the results are no surprise, 
but rather an example of a 
business approach to city 
finances. Milton attended 
Tuesday’s aldermanic 
meeting, where. the 
preliminary figures were 
released. 4 


(Milton has filed a recount 
petition in Madison County 
Circuit Court challenging his 
close, 549-547 loss April 12 to 
Woodrow “‘Woody’’ Moad.) 

Competition resulting in a 
drastic reduction in 
customers for the city’s am- 
bulance service, however, is 
expected to leave a $313,943 
deficit—large ‘enough to 
wipe out the general fund 
surplus. Wastewater Treat- 
ment Plant statisti¢s have 
not yet been completed. 

Milton acknowleged the 
drain of the ambulance and 
treatment plant accounts on 
the city and said that is why 
he advocated separating 
those two supposedly self- 
supporting enterprises from 


the general fund. 
Nevertheless, he was 
pleased with the tentative 
general 
showed city revenues were 
more than anticipated and 
expenses slightly less than 
those estimated by the 
Finance Committee and City 
Comptroller Joseph 
Miklovic. ‘We came within 
99 percent of meeting the ap- 
propriations outline,’’ 
Miklovic said, “which I think 
is pretty doggone good.” 
“The budget’s final 
analysis as reported, with a 
much smaller deficit than 
projected, only goes to show 
me what I advocated from 
the beginning — a city could 
be and should be operated as

a business,” Milton stated. 

An important factor in the 
avoidance of a general fund 
deficit this year was con- 
vincing department heads 
not to necessarily spend the 
money set aside. in their in- 
dividual budgets, according 
to Milton, who advocated a 
constant hard-line approach 
to daily spending. 

The financial updates 
regularly supplied by the ci- 
ty comptroller gave 
aldermen an idea of the 
financial condition of the city 
at any given time and helped 
prevent overspending, 
Milton said. 

The city spent $8.1 million 
of the $8.2 million budgeted 
for general fund costs in the 


state and federal program designed to 
provide health care for low-income in- 
dividuals. 

According to the association’s study, 
43 percent of all hospital patient days in 
the St. Louis area are reimbursed by 
Medicare, with an additional eight per- 
cent paid by Medicaid. 

Therefore, more than half of the 
average St. Louis area hospital ser- 
vices are rendered to Medicare and 
Medicaid patients. 

“Neither Medicare nor Medicaid pay 
hospitals what it actually costs to care 
for patients,” Dorn emphasized. 

“The actual cost of providing a day of 
hospital care is roughly $360. On the 
average, Medicaid pays area hospitals 
$300 a day and Medicaid pays only $260. 

“For some services not covered by 
these programs, or for services to in- 
digent patients who do not have in- 
surance or government coverage, 
hosptials recieve absolutely no pay- 
ment,’* Dorn said. 

“Unless a hospital simply turns away 
Medicare, Medicaid and charity pa- 
tients, it has rio choice but to shift some 
of these losses over to private-paying 
patients.” 

Private-paying patients are those 
who pay their bills outright or who have 
personally-paid or employer-paid in- 
surance to cover their hospitalization.

According to Eilerman, this kind of 
cost-shifting is likey to worsen because 
of the federal government’s efforts to 
cap its health care payments for 
Medicare patients at a time when the 
elderly population is growing faster 
than ever. 

Last year, Congress passed the Tax 
Equity and Fiscal Responsibility Act 
(TEFRA), which created a cost-per- 
case payment system for hospital ser- 
vices to Medicare patients. 

“For example,” said Eilerman, “the 
cost of caring for an elderly broken-hip 
pateint in a 100-bed hospital is about 
$8,000. 

“Yet that hospital’s Medicare pay- 
ment under TEFRA is only $2,226. The 
hospital will lose $5,774 on this one case 
alone.” 

Before the Easter recess, Congress 
passed as a part of the Social Security 
amendmentS a new prospective pay- 
ment system for Medicare which will 
place a different kind of limit on 
hospital payments. 

Rather than the cost-per-case limit 
set by TEFRA, the new Medicare pro- 
spective payment plan will pay a fixed 
amount based on the patient’s 
diagnosis. 

“Hospitals do not yet know what their 
payments will be under this new plan, 


last fiscal year. 


which goes into effect in October,” 
Dorn said. 

“But we have every-reason to believe 
that these prospective payments will 
fall short of .the cost’ of providing 
hospital care to Medicare patients.” 

In both Missouri and _ Illinois, 
hospitals have taken severe cuts in 
Medicaid payments during the past 
year because of the two states’ revenue 
shortfall, Dorn said. 

“There is little hope that those pay- 
ment levels will improve in 1983. 

“Hospitals face serious choices about 
the services they can continue to pro- 
vide in the facé of such dim economic 
forecasts,"’ Dorn commented. ‘ 

“Most people belive government is 
providing care for those who can’t af- 
ford it, but the laws. and regulations 
governing Medicare and Medicaid 
allow these programs to limit what they. 
pay hospitals for the care their patients 
receive. ¢ 

“The truth about hospital costs and 
government health programs is a com; 
plex and often confusing story. But 
hospitals are attempting to tell it now so 
hospital employees, patients, visitors 
and others concern about the future of 
their local hospitals will be prepared to 
share their personal views with their 
legislators in the future.”’

It 
cost you five cents to ride 
across the bridge and you 
walked the rest of the way.

Slate said he has not been 
able to find documéntation of 
any loans paid after the ser- 
vice area was ‘established. 
Dates on the documents 
found by Mrs. Hawkins in- 
dicate the district was in ex- 
istence, but Slate and county 
officials have not seen those 
records. Eo 

She also said she found two 
letters from Fields, one in 
1981 to Christ Pashoff, super- 
visor of Venice Township, in- 
dicating money paid by that 
board was a loan, and 
another dated in February 
1983 saying the money was 
not a loan. 

Although there is ‘some 
question as to which 
documents and letters would 
be decisive, Slate said he will 
continue to search for ap- 
propriate records. 

“As long as there continue 
to be avenues” that could 
lead to the answer, he will 
pursue all available routes, 
he said. Slate told the 
trustees Monday that he 
plans to review past service 
area minutes to see if a loan 
was mentioned. 

Mrs. Hawkins, however, 
said she is convinced the 
money will not be repaid.

Mrs. Hawkins contends 
that the township will bor- 
row against the estimated 
revenues, but Briggs and

tee chairman, insisted the 
money was added just in 
case it was repaid.

revenues, the 1982-83 budget 
did include a $9,161 reim- 
bursement from the service 
area which was never paid. 

In another twist to the 
story, Mrs. Hawkins claimed 
Monday that the finance 
committee, of which she is a 
member, met in secret to 
determine the budget. 

She said she believes all 
committee members and in- 
terested trustees and 
residents should be included 
when the budget is prepared. 

Mrs. Hawkins said Adams 
‘and: Briggs told her that she 
and others were excluded 
‘from the sessions so that the 
buduet could be more easily 
prepared. 

Adams said Monday that 
Mrs. Hawkins should have 
expressed complaints prior 
to the meeting about the 
budget, because the trustees 
were given copies 30 days 
before its. approval. It also 
was posted in the township 
office, he said. 

Mrs. Hawkins told the 
Press-Record that the entire 
situation was ‘‘a game.””

Madison's Lewis heads Quad-City's track hopes

CHARLESTON — John Lewis, 
Madison High School's skywalker, is in 
alonely position. 

Lewis, a’senior who qualified in the 
high jump, triple jump and long jump 
at the Class A Boys Track Finals this 
weekend at Eastern Illinois University, 
has been rated the top high jumper go- 
ing into the meet: 

‘Lewis can be assured his trip to a 
state championship in the high jump 
won't be easy, but his sectional jump of 
6-8% (the official height given to the 
IHSA by Anna-Jonesboro Sectional of- 
fiéjals) leads all Class A jumpers and 
makes him a serious contender for the 
title. 

Not only is Lewis the top ranked high 
jumper, he and Byron Price of Chicago 
Luther South are tied’ for the seventh 
best distance in the triple jump (43- 
6%), and Lewis is ranked 13th in the 
long jump (21,2). Hence, the Skywalker 
could place in all three events. 

Meanwhile, ‘Trojan 300 low hurdler

and 800 meter relays will also be at the 
Class-A finals. In Class AA, Jim Robert- 
son, Granite City’ North’s 3200 meter 


runner, will be the only Quad-City 
athlete in the big school meet. 

Most of the eyes of area track 
observers will be on Lewis. A serious 
concern is that Lewis may have too 
many jumps to make and that his per- 
formance in the high jump, his best 
event, may suffer. However, Madison 
od ich Charles Steptoe believes it could

Graham named GCC basketball coach

Larry Graham, Madison High School's sane 
basketball coach, has been named head basketball 
‘coach for the ‘coming season at Granite City Center, 

Granite City’s fledging 
junior college. 

Because the GCC 
coaching position is only 
part-time, Graham will re- 
main the Trojans’ skipper 
as well. 

How will the 40-year-old 
Graham be able to coach 
both teams? 

“Scheduling,” Graham 
said. “‘I feel like I can avoid 
any conflict with proper 
scheduling. I thought about 
the position for some time 

- GRAHAM before making the decision 
to accept it) And; I feel like I can do, both without 
neglecting my duties to either concern.” 

Evidentally, the Madison Board of Education was 
concerned about Graham’s ability to coach at both the 
high school level and the junior- college level 
simutanegously. Tuesday evening the board met in clos- 
ed session to discuss the issue. 

But in the end, when the board adjourned, the board 
approved Graham’s accepting the GCC position, pen- 
ding the Illinois State High Association’s approval, 
Superintendent John Palcheff said. The board also 
stipulated that the situation be reviewed in one year. 

Wednesday, Lavere Astroth, executive secretary for 
the IHSA, said Graham could coach both a high school 
\team and a college team, according to the association’s 
guidelines. 

“That’s perfectly legal. All we’re concerned with is 
that he has a teacher’s certificate (to coach a high 
school team). The rest is a local matter;” Astroth said 

Throughout matter; Graham defended his ability to 
coach both positions. 

“People who know me know that I’ll be able to han- 
die both coaching positions,” Graham said. 

Graham noted his ‘‘capable assistant” at Madison, 
Dave Hodges, as:an integral part in Madison’s success 
inthe past and will continue to be such in the future. 

“Hodges, who has been Graham’s assistant for more 
than 13 years, said he is confident that the Madison 
‘basketball: program will not suffer as a result of 
Graham taking on the GCC job. 

“Larry and I talked about his accepting the Granite 
City (College) job,” Hodges said. ‘Basically, our 
philosphies are the same. I don’t anticipate any pro- 
blems.”’ 

Should the situation arise, when both the Stars and 
the Trojans have a game on the same night, Graham 
,8aid he would coach the Trojans. 


+ “Everyone concerned knows that Madison is my 
primary concern. In the event of a conflict, I'll coach 
Madison.” 

The GCC coaching position is not the first college 
coaching job for Graham. In 1975 he instituted the 
basketball program at Park’s College in Cahokia. 
Graham left the program in 1978, after ‘‘the program 
was well on its way." 

Graham has been Madison’s head basketball coach 
for 14 years. During that time, Madison has captured 
two Class A state championships—1977 and 1981—and 
he’s amassed a 297-96 record, winning 75 percent. 

It was Graham's impressive record which led GCC 
administrators to name him as the Stars coach for the 
coming season. 

‘We decided on Larry because we felt he’s the best 
person for the job,” said Dr. Frank Gornick, GCC pro- 
vost. “Larry brings immediate integrity to the pro- 
gram. 

“Too,” Gornick said, ‘‘Larry’s done this kind of thing 
before which adds to his credibility," Gornick said 
referring to the Park’s College program. 

Also, Graham was a finalist in the Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville coaching position in 1980; a 
position that eventually went to Tom Pugliese. 

Graham’s reasons for accepting the coaching posi- 
tion are many and varied. One reason, he said, was to 
help promote basketball in Granite City., 

“There are an awful lot of good basketball players in 
Granite City who do not go on to college for various 
reasons, I feel the college will provide a place, locally, 
for Granite Cityans and area athletes to compete and 
further their education.”” 

‘There is one aspect of the coaching position that 
Graham wanted to address up front: 

“I’m not accepting this position for the money. It’s 
only part-time. They’re paying me $3,000 a year to doa 
job. I’m not going to get rich from it.” 

Graham compared his pending duties with the 
Granite City College as ‘‘moonlighting,” something 
many other teachers do to supplement their incomes. 

“Other teachers and faculty members take on other 


jobs to supplement their incomes. That's all I’m doing.- 


The only problem that would arise would be if there 
was a conflict of interest,"’ Graham said. ‘I don’t see 
that happening.” 


Graham, a physical edugation and drivers’ educa- 
tion teacher at Madison, graduated from Texas-- 
Wesweylan with a degree in physical education in 1964. 
‘Two years later he received his masters’ degrée from 
Indiana State University. Prior to receiving his 
bachelors’, he attended Vincennes Junior College in 
Vincennes, Ind., where he received an associates’ 
degree. 

Graham’s hiring rounds out the college’s coaching 
staff for the coming year. Jim O’Dell will be the Star’s 
wrestling coach and herr Petri of Granite City will be 
soccer coach.

A $13.1 million budget has 
been presented to the 
Belleville area College 
Board of Trustees. 

‘THe budget is five percent 
greater than the 1982-83 
budget of $12.5 million. If ap- 
proved by the board, the new 
budget will go into effect Ju- 
ly 1, the beginning of the col- 
lege’s fiscal year. 

Uncertainty about state 
funding forced the Céllege to 
pare the budget to the 
minimum level possible if all 
programs are to continue, 
BAC President Bruce R. 
Wissore told the board. 

“This budget assumes we 
will get the same amount of 
money from the state next 
year that we got this year,” 
Dr. Wissore said. 

“If the governor does not 
get a tax increase, we will 
actually receive $485,000 
less. Taking half-million 
dollars out 6f this budget is 
not possible if we are to man- 
tain all existing programs.” 

If there is no state tax in- 
crease, the college will be 


forced to draw down its fund 
balance, which is projected 
at $1.7 million by the end of 
this fiscal year, Dr. Wissore 
said. 

The college probably will 
not know how much it will 
receive from the state until 
July or August, he added. 

In anticipation of limited 
revenues during 1983-84, col- 
lege faculty and ad- 
ministrators agreed to wage 
freezes earlier this year. 

Negotiated contracts with 
custodial, maintenance and 
secretarial workers will 
mean a six percent increase 
in the college’s total payroll. 

Salaries comprise the 
largest portion of the budget. 
At $9.2 million, pay equals 70 
percent. This is a drop from 
last year’s 71 percent and 
represents a continued effort 
to reduce the portion of the 
college’s budget that is ear- 
marked for salaries, Dr. 
Wissore said. 

It is the lowest percentage 
in 12 years, he added. 
Salaries accounted for as 


much as 80 percent of the 
total budget in 1975-76. Con- 
tinued productivity 
measures have been the key 
to this decrease, the presi- 
dentcommented. 

The budget projects a 4.5 
percent rise in income over 
the amount received in 1982- 
83. 


In addition to state money, 
the college receives revenue 
from local property taxes, 
tuition, fees and other 
sources, including the 
federal government and 
grant programs. 

A six percent increase in 
assessed valuation is pro- 
jected in the budget. 

The college district’s 1983- 
84 assessed valuation is 
estimated at $1.9 million. 

The budget was prepared 
though use of zero-base 
budgeting techniques, a pro- 
cess instituted by the college 
two years ago. 

Zero-base budgeting re- 
quires building of the budget 
“from the ground up.” The 
procedure, which includes

School, welfare funding promised 
if state tax levels are increased 


Agency-by-agency allocations of the 
proposed state tax increase show key 
programs and services can be main- 
tained, Gov, James R. Thompson said 
Monday afternoon. He released possi- 
ble allocations of new revenues under 

bid the financial plan for fiscal years 1985- 
87 as. well as submitting the 1983-84 
allocations. 

The first. year’s.apportionment will 
“allow us to get our state back on track 
and moving forward again, helping pro- 
vide the services people need,’’ the 
governor said. 

“The proposals for the three years 
following fiscal 1984 give one example 
of how to allocate new revenues for 
those years. 

“There will be programs that will not 
be funded at levels some think ap- 
propriate. The purpose of this tax in- 
“crease is not to restore everything that 
has been cut; that would be neither 
practical nor wise, nor or in some cases 
financially possible under this pro- 

i 


posal. 

“But it is important that we all move 
forward together to solve the problems 
of our state, no matter what our party 
affiliation. The needs of our state must 
come before political considerations. 

* The plan I have presented will meet 
citizens’ needs at a reasonable cost to 
the taxpayer and with a prudent level of 
services for Illinois people. 

‘The $1.6 billion four-year tax plan in- 
volves increasing the personal income 
tax from, 2.5 percent to 4 percent and 

| the basic corporate income tax from 4 
percent to 5.6 percent to raise approx- 

| imately $1.55 billion in ’84. 

|. After four year’s, those tax increases 
would expire. Another $50 million would 
be raised through permanent increases 
in the liquor tax. 

The governor also is proposing per- 
manent increases in the state gasoline 
tax, license fees and truck fees totaling 
$241 million. 


The program also provides for in- 
creases.in the state’s ‘circus breaker’’ 
property tax relief program for the 
elderly and disabled and an increase 
from $1,000 to $1,200 by 1985 in the in- 
come tax exemption for everyone. 


«Thompson said the package meets 
obligations carried over from fiscal 
1983 as well as maintaining several pro- 
grams that would recefve reduced fun- 
ding under the proposed fiscal 1984 
budget. 


For example, elementary and secon- 
dary education would receive $311 
million over the currently proposed 
budget level to raise general state aid 
by up to $126 per pupil and to implement 
several new programs to recognize ex- 
cellent teachers and prepare 
youngsters for the technology age 


The state’s colleges and universities 
would receive $181 million to hold down 
tuition increases and increase pro- 
grams for economic development and 

) high technology training. Scholarship 
grants also could increase in number

over ’84 and by $250 in amount. 

In the Department of Public Aid, the 
governor said the tax package will 
allow general assistance, at a cost of 
$322 million, to continue serving 139,000 
out-pf-work poor people with basic 

jistance and medical care. 

nother $66 million would be used to 
maintain inpatient, hospital and'physi- 
cian care, prescription drugs and am- 
bulance services for the working poor. 

In addition, services of dentists, op- 
tometrists, podiatrists and chiroprac- 
tors would continue’ for those in need, 
requiring $29 million. 

Nursing homes would receive 5.2 per- 
cent payment increases, which are 
mandated by law, on July 1 at a cost of 
$29 million. The increases had been 
scheduled for January 1983. 

The current 7.5 percent reduction for 
physicians, dentists, optometrists, 
pharmacists and other medical ‘pro- 
viders would be restored and enhanced 
at\a cost of $42 million. 

Hospitals would be funded at $906 
million, including $36 million to further 
fund new, rate levels. Another $15 
million would be used to maintain 
public aid field staffs at current-year 
levels. 

‘The Department of Mental Health 
and Developmental Disabilities would 
change by $54 million from the budget 

el, to generally allow the depart- 

ent to maintain 1983 levels in purchas- 

care and community-based mental. 
health services. 

‘The package also would provide 
maintenance’ of 1983 levels for child 
care institutions, community living 
facilities, supported living ar- 
rangements, long-term care, foster 
care, alcoholism and emergency 
psychiatric care. 

\Also, a 1.73-to-1 staff-to-patient ratio 
can be achieved by the end of fiscal 1984 
under the plan, Thompson said. 

In other areas, the tax package would 
allow: 

—Cities, and counties to continue 
receiving state support through general 
revenue sharing, helping hold down 
property tax bills. 


—Nine state parks and other park 
areas scheduled for closing under the 
fiscal 1984 budget for budgetary 
reasons would remain open. The Sand 
Ridge Fish Hatchery, the most advanc- 
ed hatchery in the world, would be able 
to operate at a higher level of produc- 
tion. 


—State support for arts and museums 
would continue. 

State funding for state guardian- 
ship services would continue. 

—The Department of Corrections 
would receive $18 million more than it 
would with no new taxes. This would 
allow it to open all available new beds, 
totaling nearly 1,000, by the end of fiscal 

1984. 


The Harrisburg facility would open 


with 120 juvenile beds, the Dixon 
medium-security prison would open 150

—Money would be available to fund a 
two percent pay increase for about 
43,000 employees covered by collective 
bargaining units. under the governor’s 
jurisdiction. 

Merit compensation employees, 
totaling about 10,000, would average 
five percent pay increases, but normal 
step increases for those covered by 
bargaining would generally equalize 
the pay raise percentage for the two 
groups of employees. 

—Mass transit in the Regional 
Transportation Authority could receive 
a $50 million operating subsidy if the 
RTA meets necessary structural and 
operating reforms. 

The govenor warned that even with 
the tax increase package, not all pro- 
gram increases are possible. For exam- 
ple: 

1. Co-paymenmt for inpatient 
hospital care costs by welfare reci- 
pients would have to continue. 

2. The staffing headcount in adult cor- 
rectional institutions would still be 
below fiscal 1982 levels. 

3. In Agriculture, grain warehouse in- 
spection staff would not be fully 
restored and there would be no funds 
for cost-sharing soil erosion grants. 

4. No new beds would be opened at the 
Quincy Veterans’ Home. 

5. No cost-of-living increase would be 
affordable for welfare recipients. 

“Legislators now have my complete 
proposal for next year and suggested 
possible allocations for the following 
three years. However, those 
lawmakers still have a big task ahead. 

“If they do not agree to my tax in- 
crease package, then they must either 
increase taxes elsewhere or make the 
cuts I have proposéd in my fiscal 1984 
budget,”” Thompson said. 

“So far, they have shown either an 
unwillingness or an inability to make 
the cuts that are necessary if they do 
not favor a tax increase. 

“For example, they have voted not to 
eliminate the general assistance pro- 
gram from public aid, but they have 
taken no action to make the cuts in 
other areas to make up for the loss of 
that $322 million. 

“They will have to face up to their 
responsibilities soon, for time is runn- 
ing out.””

Deadline tomorrow 
on state legislation 


By STATE SENATOR 
SAM M. VADALABENE 
Without doubt, this is the 

most hectic week of the 1983 
legislative year to date. 

On Friday of this week, the 
House and the Senate must 
meet their deadlines of hear- 
ing bills from the house of 
origination. In other words, 
all Senate bills must be out of 
the senate by midnight 
tomorrow or they will be 
considered dead. 

On Monday morning, there 
were yet to be heard 700 dif- 
ferent bills in the Senate. 
That, believe me, is an in- 
credible workload. 

There are several reasons 
for this logjam. First of all, a 
good deal of the legislative 
session was delayed because 
of the political atmosphere. 
The governor called for tax 
increases and Chicago got 
itself a new mayor. 

Both of those are news 
stories of huge stature. And 
to have both circumstances 
occur within a matter of 
weeks is almost too much for 
state government to digest. 

A second reason for the 
gigantic workload is at- 
tributable to the fine job last 
year by the Senate Rules 
Committee. 

According to the Constitu- 
tion of 1970, the General 
Assembly in even-numbered 
years considers only ap- 
propriations bills and bills 
which the Rules Committee 
deems as those of emergen- 
cy nature. 

Last spring, the Rules 
Committee of the Senate 
judiciously screened each 
and every piece of substan- 
tive legislation introduced in 
either house. And not many 
substantive bills made it 
past the desk of the commit- 
tee. 

As-a result, many bills 
which died without floor 
debate last year were rein- 
troduced by their sponsors 
this spring. 

Thirdly, the economic 
climate of the State of Il- 
linois has been a dismal one. 
The General Assembly, ii 
response, has introduce 
dozens of answers in an ef- 
fort to create permanent 
jobs and turn the state's 
economy around 


Of course, legislative 
strategy demands that im- 
portant decisions must be 
postponed until the eleventh 
hour. That is when bargain- 
ing is at its most effective. 
And bargaining — com- 
promise, if you will — is at 
the heart of any government! 

Fotunately for those of us 
in the Senate, 125 of the bills 
which must be heard in the 
Senate this week are listed 
as “agreed bills.’’ The 
agreed bills list is a concept 
which was revived during 
the legislative session four 
years ago. 

Bills on the agreed list are 
those which are non- 
controversial and which face 
no opposition in committee. 

Any bill can be removed 
from the agreed list if five on 
more senators file written 
objections with the secretary 
of the Senate. 

Rather than debating each 
and every one of these 125 
bills, there will be but one 
roll call. Hours and hours of, 
debate will be saved in the 
effort. 

But despite the aid of an 
agreed bill list, this will be a 
very long, a very difficult 
and a very tense week in the 
Illinois Senate. 

Legislators will be virtual- 
ly “chained to thefr desks” 
on the floor of the Senate 
chambers, and the prospects 
are good that we will work 
around the clock. 

Some very important, 
some very critical decisions 
will be made in Springfield 
this week. I hope they will be 
the correct ones

Jobs scarce for 
college graduates 


If a hiring rebound is tak- 
ing place, it is not yet evident 
on college campuses, ac- 
cording to data just released 
by the College Placement 
Council. 

In its latest Salary Survey 
report, which includes 
statistics from University 
Placement Services at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, the council 
found that, although a few 
employers are stepping up 
their pace in some areas, 
others are still exercising 
caution; 

On the whole, there were 
no consistent signs~ that 
employers have stepped up 
their hiring plans for the re- 
mainder of this academic 
year. 

In addition to fewer jobs, 
beginning salaries are lower 
in several disciplines. * 

Even the traditionally 
higher-paid engineering 
graduates have been af- 
fected. Engineering 
disciplines experienced only’ 
slight increases, ranging 
from one percent to 3.9 per- 
cent. 

Despite a moderate salary 
increase of less than two per- 
cent, petroleum engineering 
graduates still commanded 
the top dollar average to the 
bachelor degree level. They 
reepived $31,044 a year. - * 

emical engineering 
graduates were next at 
$27,366, a one percent. in- 
crease since the end of 1981- 
82. 


The three business 
disciplines in the report ex- 
perienced beginning salary 
increases ranging from 
about one percent to 2.3 per- 
cent. By comparison, in- 
creases in the business 
categories a year ago 
averaged from 8 percent to 9 
percent. 

The highest average 
salary offer in the business 
group went to accounting 
majors at $18,744 a year. 

Computer science followed 
a similar pattern. Although 
the annual average was

McPike study of work sites, birth defects 


The Illinois House of 
Representatives has approv- 
ed legislation for a long-term 
study of the relationship bet- 
ween the occupations .of 
parents and birth defects in 
children born to them. 

House Majority Leader 
Jim McPike, D-Alton, spon- 
sored House Bill 1083, which 
requires the Department of 
Public Health to conduct a 
study of thousands of 
workers and their chilren to 
determine if there is any 
connection between hazar- 
dous substances in the 
workplace and birth defects. 

“We are beginning to see 
some correlation between 
hazardous substances and 
problem pregnancies and 
birth defects,"’ McPike said. 

“There is enough evidence 
to suggest that more 
research is necessary to 
determine the extent of the 
relationship. 

“I believe this is the most 
appropriate action in face of 


recent evidence uncovered 
in such places as Love Canal 
in New York and Times 
Beach in Missouri. To ignore 
the possibility that hazar- 
dous substances may affect 
unborn children would be ir- 
responsible. 


“Once the information is 
collected we will be able to 
get a better picture of what 
we are dealing with, and how 
we might act to make our en- 
vironment safer if that is 
necessary.”’

NUMBER ONE ISSUE - BUDGET 





Those people who watch state government know that 
even-year sessions typically are concerned with ‘‘sub- 
stantive’’ or legal changes in legislation. However, this 
time the budget is without question the main issue. The 
State of Illinois is facing fiscal problems totally unknown 
in recent years. Not since 1968 has the state faced such 
challenges in trying to fund the government which we 
have grown accustomed to receiving. Much of the rest 
of this report will deal with this overall problem. 





Recognizing the severe problems relating to the steel indus- 
try, Sam Wolf formed a ‘’steel caucus”. The group of legis- 
lators met to discuss the problems and the possibilities of help- 
ing develop the steel industry. At the first organizational meet- 
ing Representative Sam Wolf was elected chairman. 

The group will be both bipartisan and bichamber. Republi- 
cans and Democrats from both the House and the Senate will 
be members. There has been a great deal of interest and cur- 
rently, about 80 members have either joined or expressed a de- 
sire to do so. ‘With such a good cross-section, we will have 
the best chance for success” said Wolf. ; 

The purpose of the caucus will be to work on the state level, 
but, more importantly to pass resolutions and forward them to 
Congress. Wolf believes that the major problem is foreign im- 
ports, especially those that are subsidized. Therefore, the group 
will be working closely with the Congressional steel caucus: 
Representative Wolf and others traveled to Washington in Sep-. 
tember to give testimony to the steel group. 

“We want to pressure Congress to implement and enforce 
the trade laws of this country. We believe that Congress and 
the administration can move more actively toward assisting the 
steel industry, and in turn, to help our unemployment prob- 
lem” said Wolf.

HOW ILLINOIS GOT IN THE BUDGET PROBLEM 





In the mid 1970's, Hlinois was in good fiscal shape. Our 
tax structure was bringing in about $500 million per year 
above the preceeding year. Rather than just increase ex- 
penditures, | worked to refund the money to taxpayers, 
and, to make the system more equitable. The General 
Assembly began working to reduce the sales tax on food 
and medicine. We successfully eliminated 25 percent of 
the state tax. 

Next, we addressed the problem of attracting new or 
expanded business to the state. We eliminated the sales 
tax on business machinery. To help economically de- 
pressed farmers, we abolished the taxes on farm 
machinery and chemicals. We cut out the state inheri- 
tance tax. We developed and expanded the Circuit 
Breaker program for senior citizens. 

All of this amounted to hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of tax reductions. Then came the Depression. No 
one predicted such a deep financial crisis for the state. 
We thought we had sufficient revenues set aside. In re- 
trospect, maybe we moved too fast. The depression is 
much deeper than anyone expected.

HOW EXTENSIVE IS THE PROBLEM? 





According to the Governor's State of the State Mes- 
sage, We begin Fiscal Year 1984 with the obligation to 
pay some $650 million” and that is on top of the 1983 
cuts. The governor listed interest on borrowed un- 
employment compensation of $50 million; long term 
bond increase $40 million; $40 million for state police 
salaries (from transportation fund); school aid payments 
of $118 million; income tax refunds of $200 million; and 
$300 million shortfall in expected revenues. 

The adjusted budget will contain severe cuts in every 
department, be it mental health, our prison system, or 
the elderly programs. Instead of considering the budget 
in its’ entirety, let’s look at the affects on education. 

As we are all painfully aware, local schools have 
shared the burden of less available funding already. 
There are teacher layoffs and school closings in nearly 
every district. Granite City is closing six schools next 
year. On top of this situation the new budget, without 
taxes, contains a $200 million cut below last years’ re- 
duced level. This will mean loss of special education for 
handicapped children, larger classes and more school 
closings (about $200,000 less in Granite City). 

Higher Education will face a $108 million decrease. 


This will result in salary reductions, layoffs, and elimina- 


tion of programs. Perhaps more importantly, it will cause 
tuition increases while denying 30,000 requests for schol- 
arships. Further, the state plan to educate and retrain for 
new jobs to help us out of the recession will be virtually 
dropped. 


THE THOMPSON SOLUTION 





1. Increase individual income taxes fram 2 1/2 percent 
to 4 percent 


2. Increase corporate income taxes from 4 percent to 
5.6 percent 


3. Across-the-board increases in the liquor tax 


4. Increase the state gasoline tax 3 I/2 cents per gallon 


The first three categories would result in a $1.6 billion 
increase. The governor stated that the rate for individuals 
will still put us at or below the rate paid in most neigh- 
boring states for fewer services. The new rate for corpo- 
rations, “will not be out of line with neighboring states 
and we will lose-no competitive advantage in-the compe- 
tition for new jobs as recession ends.” 

The Thompson package would cost a family of four 
earning $22,500 a year just over $5 a week more. The 
cost would be somewhat less if they itemize their federal 
return. The governor did propose a 10 percent increase 
this year in the personal exemption, and the same for 
next year. He also suggested an increase in funding for 
the circuit breaker program to help senior citizens pay 
property taxes. 

At the time of this writing, there are no concrete 
budget proposals other than the one presented by the 
governor. However, no one believes the governors’ tax 
plan will be passed as presented. However, nearly every 
member is involved in some sort of planning. We are 
deep in the process of examining every aspect of the en- 
tire state budget. We will be looking for any cuts possi- 
ble, no matter how small. Once that is done, we will be 
measuring every program and deciding how much is the 
minimum to run the essential parts. 

The result, we believe, will be less of a need for such 
large tax increases. We will be examining smaller in- 
creases, a surcharge until we are out of the recession, as 
well as other revenue measures. | firmly believe that in 
this case, the General Assembly will be on the side of 
the taxpayers. 


REPRESENTATIVE WOLF SEEKS EMERGENCY 
AID FOR MADISON COUNTY 





The Illinois Emergency Services and Disaster Agency 
had requested the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency to declare Madison County eligible for federal 
disaster aid. The money would be used to repair or re- 
place public property damaged by flooding. 

When the Illinois Agency sent the original request, 
Representative Wolf sent a letter of support. When the 
federal agency rejected the application, Representative 
Wolf asked the state to appeal. ‘'The entire situation is 
very much up in the air’. Mr. E. Erie Jones, State Direc- 
tor, and Representative Wolf are both still hard at work 
on the matter. 

The federal disaster aid program provides up to 75 
percent federal reimbursement for damages to roads, 
bridges, public utilities and other publicly-owned prop- 
_erty. 
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REP. WOLF GAINS POWER IN THE HOUSE 


Representative Sam Wolf has been appointed to an un- 
precedented five committees of the House of Representa- 
tives. One of these appointments include the Chairman- 
ship of the Personnel and Pensions Committee. He was 
also appointed to six legislative commissions. 

The following is a listing of the appontments, (a) their 
duty and (b) his philosophy for each: 


1. Personnel and Pensions Committee Chairman 


a) To consider all matters relating to civil ser- 
vice employees and persons retired from 
any branch of state government. 


b) “| plan to work for the protection: of indi- 
viduals - as employees or retirees. | will 
guard against large increases in unfunded 
liabilities in pension systems”. 


2. Financial Institutions Committee 


a) To consider organization, function and limi- 
tation of banks, savings and loans, credit 
unions and finance companies. 


b) “! will support those measures that have 
made Illinois a great state for financial or- 
ganizations. | will continue to work for lower 
interest rates”. 


3. Elections Committee 


a) To establish election dates, procedures, reg- 
istration, etc. 


b) “As a senior member of the committee, | will 
continue to work for laws to insure clean and 
open elections, and make it easier for the av- 
erage citizen to participate.” 


4. Executive Committee 


a) To consider Executive appointments, reve- 
nue measures and a general overview of 
state government and programs. 


b) “| will prevent new measures that cost too 
much, thoroughly scrutinize any increases, 
and try to make government run more 
smoothly”. 


5. Transportation and Motor Vehicles Committee 


a) To examine any changes for cars, trucks, or 
other motorized transportation. Also to 
examine ways to pay for and maintain our 
highway system. 


b) “| realize the need for good roads as we at- 
tempt to attract new or expanded business 
in Illinois. | will work for continued improve- 
ment of our transportation system”. 








REP. WOLF, WHILE CHAIRING A SESSION OF THE 
PERSONNEL AND PENSIONS COMMITTEE. 


THE WOLF LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 





1. 


Election of Illinois Commerce Commission. 


Representative Wolf is joined by many other repre- 
sentatives in sponsoring legislation calling for the 
election of the Illinois Commerce Commission (IEG), 
The ICC. controls the rates that the utility com- 
panies can charge consumers. The governor cur- 
rently appoints the members. 

“The present appointed members of the ICC have 
completely failed in their responsibility to control 
exorbitant utility bills. This group seems to be more 
concerned with protecting the profits of the utility 
companies than with making sure the consumer is 
served in the most effective and cost-efficient man- 
ner by the utilities”, said Representative Wolf. He 
specifically pointed to the inclusion of construction 
costs for nuclear generators in rate making as a fail- 
ure of the ICC. 

“By electing the ICC Commissioners, we will 
make them more responsive to the people, instead 
of the Governor and the utility companies.” The 
Wolf bill would expand the membership from 5 to 
7 members. “They would be elected from the Su- 
preme Court districts, thus assuring representation 
from all areas of the state,” he explained. 


Allow School Board to discuss real estate sales in 
closed sessions. 


“When we passed the Open Meetings Act we al- 
lowed school boards to go into executive session to 
discuss the purchase of land. As we, in Granite City, 
began to look at alternatives for our closed build- 
ings, we discovered an oversight. The school board 
is not permitted to use executive session to discuss 
the proposed sale of property,” Wolf said. 

The situation was brought to the attention of Rep- 
resentative Wolf who had introduced HB 202. The 
School Problems Commission also became aware 
of the problem and has sent a letter in support of 
the bill.

Never before in the history of the United 
States with the possible exception of the 
Great Depression, has the real estate industry 
experienced as difficult a market, as in the 
past few years. But now that the mortgage 
interest rates are declining, a rebirth of the 
real estate business has indeed be- 
gun.

Population growth in.the 
age group 25-45, which by the way is the 
typical home buying age, continues to in- 
crease, resylting. in more family formations 
and consequently a greater need for single 
family housing. Statistics reveal we will see a 
41% increase in the above-mentioned age 
group during the decade of the 80's, an 
unprecedented total in the history of the 
United States. Where do we stand today? 
Possibly on the threshold of another real 
estate boom. Is the real estate industry ready 
to meet the anticipated demands for housing? 
Current supplies of developed lots for resi- 
dential building is in very short supply, and 
certainly there are very few new homes 
on the market today. There is however, 
currently an abundance of pre-owned homes 
awaiting qualified buyers. In the event of a 
boom, these units will be quickly absorbed by 
buyers anxious to, occupy and assume home 
ownership now that lower interest rates will 
create smaller monthly payments. As a re- 
sult, a seller’s market will become the trend, 
when in recent times we have experienced a 
buyer’s market. What do we mean by-a sell- 
er’s and a buyer’s market? It is.a common 


occurrence that operates like all other seg- 
ments of the economy. It’s simply a supply 
and demand situation. When there is an over 
supply of goods caused by little demand for 
the product, then the supplier must lower the 
price of the product in order to market the 
goods. And that is exactly where the real 
estate has been in the past several years. 
Sellers sat waiting for buyers and conse- 
-quently after almost 20 years of at least 10% 
annual increase in real estate values, we 
experienced only slight increases in real es- 
tate values for the past several years. 

Now that we have dealt with yesterday, 
let’s deal with TODAY. What kind of posi- 
tion is the home buyer in today? If there 
were but two words of advice that I would 
use as a message to prospective home buyers, 
those two Words would be “buy now.” With- 
out réservation, today would be the prime 
time to purchase. Why? Because you current- 
ly have two positive things working for you. 
First, lower interest rates and they may not 
go much lower. Second, it is still a buyer’s 
market, and we are not sure how long these 
conditions will remain. If the interest rates 
continue to drop, how much lower will they 
drop? And how long may it be before interest 
rates possibly go back up again? In the past 
interest rates have always been the cause 
contributing to the ups and downs in the real 
estate business. Today we no longer deal with 
simply our own country’s economy, but -the 
world’s economy and that indeed ‘has an 
indirect effect on our mortgage interest rates. 


In our 29 years of business in the real 
estate industry, I have never seen interest 
rates"return to’ the previous level of interest 
that was being offered at the end ofa boom 
cycle. In 1978, interest rates ranged in the 
9.75% area and over the past years have 
soared to as high as 16% or 17%.-Currently 
some mortgage interest rates are being of- 
fered at a price as low as 11% which obvious- 
ly represents a reasonably good interest rate 
when our inflation rate is holding at 5% or 
less. 


Let me further assure you that there is no 
comparison in the savings you can get by 
buying now instead of later. Procrastinating 
home buyers have learned that unfortunate 
lesson time and time again over past years, 
and further we do not expect real estate 
values to decline. What we have experienced 
in the past several years in terms of the 
economy is restructuring of the system. What 
we will see is a rising economy. Consequently 
we will see increases in the cost of land, 
materials and labor which will result in the 
obvious, the cost of housing will indeed rise as 
the demand for housing increases. To the 
person currently pondering a decision to pur- 
chase a home, I simply say do not delay. Now 
then, what does all of this mean to you, the 
home owner? Continuing increases in the 
value of your home, which obviously leads to 
an improved market price when you decide to 
sell your home and move to another home 
that better satisfies your needs. 7 


As always has been the case in past histo- 
ry, technical adjustments will be implement- 
ed to permit more and more first and second 
time buyers to fulfill their dreams. In new 
housing, better use of land such as, smaller 
lots, zero lot line use, cluster housing and 
other techniques will be utilized. The average 
new home will have less square footage than 
what has been previously offered. But these 
homes will contain all of the amenities that a 
home owner desires. In addition, we will see a 
great deal of rehabilitating of older existing 
property. Obviously the use of condominiums 
will be far up on the list. New and better 
mortgage programs will be available to fit the 
home buyer’s particular needs and mortgage 
money will be provided from some new and 
previously participating lending sources.
